WASHINGTON tP —- Some of President Eisenhow­ 
er’s own Republicans seem to fear he and his lieu­ 
tenants lack the wisdom or backbone to dnal direct­ 
ly with Communists. 
Every time the administration appears on the 
verg e of talking with the Reds, Russian or Chinese, 
these Republicans ex press the view the United 
States will be tricked or be weak. 
At the same time, while the President and Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles are now on record as willing 
to meet the Russians face to fa ce, neither man has 
ex hibited what mig ht be called enthusiasm for the 
idea. 
Dulles helped write his party ’s 19 52 campaig n 
platform which said the Republicans’ foreig n p ol-, 
icy would “ reflect dy namic initia tive.” 
The ad- ■ 
ministration could not be said to have reflected 
dy namic initiative about talks with the Reds. 
The State Department apparently was surprised 
several weeks ag o when the Red Chinese proposed j 
.conversations with this country about the Formosa 
area. 
As a result, it fumbled. 
Nobody in the 
department seemed to know what Dulles thoug ht. 
He was away for a weekend. 
The department 
does not seem to have consulted him before an­ 
nouncing there could be no talks with the Chinese 
Communists 
unless 
the 
Chinese 
Nationalists 
of 
Chiang Kai-shek were included 
This seemed to throw down the Reds’ offer. The 
world reaction was bad. 
When Dulles returned he 
tried to recover the fumble. 
He said the United 
States would talk with the Reds and that Chiang 
didn’t have to sit in on all the discussions. 
The Chinese Reds haven’t taken him up on this 
y et. 
Their whole proposal may have been only 
propag anda. Talks with the Chinese would involve 
Dulles or his aides but not Eisenhower. 
Sen. Knowland of California, Republican Senate 
leader and frequent critic of Eisenhower’s foreig n 
policy ideas, immediately voiced fear the United 
States would come out second best. 
He said direct dealing s with the Red Chinese 
could only lead to a “ Munich, Yalta, or Geneva- 
ty pe conference.” 
At Geneva la st summer, while 
the United States stood by , the French let the Indo­ 
chinese Communists have part of Viet Nam. 
This week Eisenhower said he himself would be 
willing to meet with the heads of the British, French 
and Russian g overnments. But reports from Europe 
indicated the British and French foreig n ministers 
pressured Dulles into persuading Eisenhower to 
take part in Big Four talks. 
The President, according to these reports, needed 
some persuading before ag reeing . Russia’s Premier 
Bulg anin has not y et accepted but it is thoug ht he 
will. 
Nevertheless, Sen. Bridg es (R-N_ IL) in a Senate 
speech warned Eisenhower to beware of “ a ppea se­ 
ment, compromise or wea kness.” 
The President at his news conference this week 
g a ve no indication of being very anx ious for a talk 
with Bulg anin or of seeing clearly what g ood mig ht 
come of it.
